Jind if thero ever mas an 
FBI tracing of the koney found on Hunt's wife it is unreported and was rxot used in 
the tidal or in clicrgos. It wac hushnoney, I believe it could have bsan traced to 
Vesco and Bittman and Hunt was part of a sj.mple small latuidry' in which its identification 
disappeared.
